Since  the  commencement  of  tho  National  Health  Service  on  July 
5th  1948  a new  arrangement  has  boon  made  whereby  our  part-time  nurse. 
Nurse  Weathorall  has  been  taken  over  by  tho.  County  Association.  Her 
time  is  now  employed  full  time  in  Alsager  U,D,  area  and  in.  Radway 
Croon  and  Barthomley. 

For  the  nursing  of  certain  infectious  diseases,  patients  are  at 
once  removed  to  an  isolation  hospital  unless  private  isolation  can  be 
provided.  Crowe  Is  olation,Davehham  or  Macclesfield  Isolation  are 
available  for  this  area.
